Actress, Dies In Pittsburg

Pittsburg P*.—Mme Eleonora T>u?«. 


famous Italian tragedienne, died at 
2:30 Monday morning at a. hote'l here 
where she had been confined for two 
weeks with an attack of Influenza. 


Mme Duse had been making an 


American tour and after spending the 
winter on the Pacific coast. gave a 
performance Jate in March at Detroit. 
There she became indisposed and af- 
ter her appearance here April 5. con- 
tracted influenza. Her condition be- 
came critical on April 9 but a steady 
Improvement was noticed until April 
16 when she suffered a relapse.

tragedienne, emerged 
from 


Italian 
fifteen 


years' retirement as an actress at 
Turin. Italy, on May 5. 1921. by ap- 
pearing- in Ibsen's "J^ady of the Sea " 
Her reappearance In public was the 
signal for an 
enthusiastic 
pieetlng 


from a distinguished audience which 
showered her with roses amid frantic 
cheers for Italy. "I^a Duse." as «»he 
was popularly known, and for Gabiiel 
d'Annunr.Iro. fonnei poet-dictator of 
Fiume. who -wrote several plays for 
her. The two wore friends for many 
years until estranged by a. quarrel in 
which all Italy took a. sympathetic in- 
terest. 


Mme. Duse's father and grand- 


father were Italian actors. Her grand- 
father. Luigi Duse. established 
the 


Garibaldi theatre at Padua. She first 
appeared when 12 years old In minor 
parts with strolling players. She was 
born in a wagon on Oct. j. 1859 at 
Vigevano. Pavia, a village on the out- 
skirts of Venice. By tb«j time she 
had reached the age of 20 she had 
won recognition in Naples as an ac- 
tres-? of great power. Her successes 
called h*r to Rome in the early SO's 
to Paris in 1885. to Vienna and Ber- 
lin in 1892 and London and New Tork 
in 1893. 


Self restraint was said to have been 


her chief characteristic, learned by 
years of toil and depi ivation but when 
her lines demanded she rose to "great 
dramatic heights. She had what she 
been described as a singular method. 
For years she ne\er 
used a face 


"make-up," scorning to employ cos- 
metics, rouge or jwwder.

jvertising them. Most of the associa-

. Itheir products so that new markets can 


be created. Success of the Sturgeon Bay 
Cherry Pickers association and the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers association was 
built on advertising, paid for by the pro- 
ducers.

Farmers who protest against oleomar- 


garine advertisements in papers and mag- 
azines have the remedy in their own 
hands and it is to advertise their own 
product*.

Statistics of the use of good roads by 


fanners for direct marketing to con- 
sumers show the great advantages hard 
roads possess for the man who makes his 
living directly from the soil. It has been 
shown that the longest dairy route profi- 
table over a good earth road is 15 miles 
for the round trip, while over a hard road 
the dairy fanner can operate profitably 
a route with a total length of 40 miles. 
This applies to every truck farmer, poul- 
try raiser, and farmers in general with 
produce to sell direct to the consumer. 
Moreover, the 15-mile trip over an earth 
road is only practicable part of the year, 
.while the 40-mile route over the hardroad 
is good all the tune, regardless of the 
season. 


"With hard roads, all country produc- 


ers of foodstuffs can make profitable dai- 
ly trips to the city and back from a dis- 
tance of 20 miles, creating a producer-to- 
consumer area with a radius of 20 miles 
around every city. 


No.t only the farmer connected with a 


direct market, but he who is connected 
by a hard road with a railroad shipping 
point, reaps steady profit from good high- 
ways. In many states it has often hap- 
pened that fruit has been allowed to rot 
and fertile fields have gone uncultivated 
because impassable roads have- made- pro- 
fitable sales out of the question. Good 
roads mean steady profits and constant 
demand for farm products at good prices.
